The Moorhen, 
which is a little smaller, flicks its tail 
and bobs its head when it swims. The 
Coot has a more rounded back. 


Tufted ducks have a longer, broad 
beak, which gently curves upward and 
a tuft of feathers that stick out at the 
back of the neck. Mallards, which are 
nearly twice as big as Moorhens, have 
broad, flat beaks.

Rearing young 


66In early spring, we pile up stems 
of rushes and other water plants 
and dead leaves to make our bulky 
nests. We often build them at the 
edge of a pond or river, in shallow 
water, but sometimes we choose dry 
land. Then we site them a little off 
the ground, in a tussock or bush. 
We make a dip at the top and line it 
with soft grass. Then the female 
lays between 5 and 11 eggs and we 
take it in turns to incubate them.99 


Although our chicks can walk and 
swim a few hours after hatching, 
they still need to be kept warm by us 
parents at night, or during the day if 
the weather’s cold and wet. We 
build them special nests, which are 
flatter than the ones in which they 
hatched, where they can come to be 
brooded. We make sure these have 
ramps so that they can climb up - 
they are not able to fly until they are 
six or seven weeks old. 


UNITED FAMILIES 

Moorhens have two and sometimes three broods 
each year. Usually bird parents chase away their first 
brood as soon as they can feed themselves, because 
they need to get on with the business of rearing the 
second lot. But Moorhen chicks are allowed to stay 
in the parents’ territory, because they help to rear the 
second brood by bringing the new chicks food. 
Sometimes they even help to incubate the eggs. 


WATER FIGHTS 
Because we don’t travel far, 

our territories are very important 
to us, especially in the breeding 
season when we need to build 
nests and find food for up to 

10 chicks. 

If we spot an intruder, we 
stretch out our necks, raise our 
wings and fluff out our feathers to 
make ourselves look bigger and to 
show off our red face patch.
